Monethes, I haue ſet them in my Prognoſtica- 
tion, ſeeing the Table annexed is much perti- 
nent thereunto: for the better vnderſtanding 
whereof and the like tables, if any be deſirous 
to enrich their vnderſtanding with Mathemati- 
call knowledge, he ſhall find the workes both 
of ancient and mederne writers ſo plentifully, 
as that there were neuer better or neerer helpes 
for the attayning thereof, then are at this pre- 
2 lent, 


preſent as is well manifeſted by thoſe excellent 
workes and inuentions that haue lately beene 
publiſhed. As namely the admirable Tables of 
Logarithmes, inuented and publiſhed firſt by 
that honourable Lord, John Nepair Baron of 
Merc hiſton, as allo many new inuented excel- 
lent Inſtruments for the Mathematicks made 
in London in Wood, by my very good firiend, 
M. John Themſon in Hoſier Lane nere Smithffeld, 
& in Copper by M. Elias Allen, at his houſe o- 
aer againſt S. Clements Church without Temple 
Barre, WhereuhonT conclude, that the attay- 
ning of theſe exaellent Arts, is now farre eaſier, 
then at any time in former ages they haue 
been.
